THE LAST SESSION 'OF THE THIRD PRO- 
VINCIAL PARLIAMENT. 

A Largo Gathering and a Disappoint- 
ing Speech. 

Yesterday was a gala day at James Bay. 
At one o'clock the weary wheels of otlicial- 
doin ceaBed to revolve; the occupants of 
the warm olliccs removed the restful 
pens from behind their tired ears, and 
made ready to shed the light of their 
countenances upon the opening scene of 
thelastact in the drama "f the Third 
Provincial Parliament "I British Colum- 
bia. The Lieut -Governor met bis faith- 
ful ministry in the morning and discussed 
with them the speech which he was to 
read in the afternoon. The Attorney-Gen- 
eralhad burned themidnightoil in transfer- 
ring the contents from his brain to sun- 
dry sheets of white paper which lay bo- 
fore him. One can never be finite sure 
as to what transpires in the executive 
chamber; but rumors were flying about the 
bay yesterday like Mother Carey's chick- 
ens. They said that the meeting was 
net of a very harmoniouseharacter. Be this 
as it may when 3 o'clock had struck the 
smooth expanse of executive cheek that 
presented itself to tho reporters' gallery 
afforded no evidence that beneath the 
ministerial waistcoats there might burn 
a ficrco flame of discontent which may 'ore 
long burst like a long pent up storm up- 
on the astonished country. 

About half-past two o'clock the long 
bridge and the walks leading to the build- 
ings were dotted with a few ladies and 
gontlomen strolling solemnly towards tho 
scat of legislative wisdom. In a few min- 
utes the few had swollen to a multitude 
and shortly the galleries and tloor of the 
building were densely crowded with a 
well-dressed and orderly audience. The 
attendance was unusually large. On tho 
floor we observed Sir M. 15.

Governor and suite passed on and enter 
ed the Legislative Assembly build- 
ing. His Honor was accompanied by 
Capt. Tatlow, private secretary, Capt.

Shears and 
Jay of the 'militia. His Honor advanced 
to the throne and taking the speaker's 
chair proceeded to read the following 
SPBKCil : 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of' //"■ /.,■ 

ffislath-e A ssembl y : 

In meeting you in your legislative.' ca- 
pacity for the first time 1 have had the 
honor of being Lieutenant-Governor, I 
gladly avail myself of the opportunity for 
expressing the pleasure I feel in extend- 
ing to you a most cordial welcome, and 
for assuring you that I shall, during my 
official term, be over ready to earnestly 
co-operate with you in promoting, as fat- 
as possible, the prosperity of our Pro- 
vince. 

In accordance with your resolution of 
last session relating to the early con- 
struction of portions of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway within the Province, my 
pred«jessor forwarded tho Petition which 
you addressed to Her Majesty on tho 
subject; and the Honorable Mr. DcCos- 
inos was, as you desired, appointed your 
delegate, with instructions to proceed to 
London and personally advocate the 
claims of the Province as set forth in the 
Petition. 

You will be gratified to learn that Hor 
Majesty's Secretary of State for the Col- 
onies, Lord Ivimbcrlcy, has specially de- 
sired that you should be informed that 
tho Petition has been laid before the 
Queen, and that Her Majesty was pleased 
to receive it very graciously. 

After careful consideration of the ease 
presented by your delegate, Lord Kim- 
berlcy was pleased to express the follow- 
ing opinion, that- 

"Tho construction of a liylii line of 
railway from Nanaimo to Esipiimalt; 

"The extension, without delay, of the 
line to Port Moody; and 

"Tho grant of reasonable compensation 
in money for the failure to complete the 
work within the term of ten years, as spe- 
cified in the conditions of Union would 
olfer it fair basis for a Settlement of the 
whole question." 

The justice of your claims has thus 
been recognized by the Imperial authori- 
ties; and you will have observed with 
satisfaction that the Dominion Govern- 
ment havo already taken steps tu carry 
into otl'oct your request for the immedi- 
ate construction of the line between Port 
Moody and Yale. 

I regret, however, to stale that the 
questions relating to construction of the 
island section and to compensation have 
not yet been finally settled; but they are 
now under consideration. The papers in 
connection with the petition will he placed 
before you shortly. 

Full information with respect to the 
Graving Dock works will also ho »ivon to 
you at an early date. 

In compliance with your resolution of 
the 8th of February „ the Cariboo Trim k 
Road was divided into sections and ten- 
ders invited for their maintenance. Con- 
tracts for four of the sections have been 
lot. The details of this and other works 
will be furnished to yon through the 
usual channel. 

It is very gratifying to find that the 
fisheries of our coasts and rivers have, 
during the last year, shown a marked ini- 
provoment, the total product for 1881 be- i 
ing nearly §1 ,4f;-l,000, or more than 
double that of 1880. This industry pro- 
mises to bo one of the most valuable to 
the country, as it is capable of almost in- 
definite oxpansion owintdto the abundance 
of fish, its superior quality, and the tint - 
Ural facilities for successfully carrying on j 
the enterprise. 

The output of coal in 1881, though] 
largo, falls slightly below that of the pre- 
vious year. The yield in 1881 was 228,- 
35G tons, of which |189,323 tons were ex- i 
ported to foreign markets. 

It is advisable that explorations for I 
mineral and .arable lands should he en- 
couraged as far as our means will permit, 
and I shall therefore ask you to place a 
sum of money at my disposal for the pur- 
pose. 

Owing to tho unusual inclemency of the 
weather in Cariboo, it is to be regretted 
that the minors havo not boon as fortu- 
nato as in former and more favourable j 
seasons. A Bill for the purpose of con- j 
solidating the Mining laws has been pre- j 
pared, and will be submitted for your con- 
sideration. 

The farmers in the lower sect ions of 
the Province have, I am happy to state, 
been prosperous; but owing to early un- 
precedented snow storms those in the In- 
terior hare, unfortunately, not met with , 
tho success which their labours entitled J 
them to expect. 

I may here mention that a project is on I 
fuot for tho holding of a Provincial Exhi- j 
bition during the current year. The 
scheme is one which, I venture to think, 
is well worthy of your assistance, as the 
benefits of such Exhibitions havo been ] 
clearly demonstrated elsewhere. I shall ( 
consequently request you to aid me in 
promoting its success

THAT DREADFUL BAR. 

Another Ship Strikes on tho Tooth in | 
Columbia Iffoath and Is Totally 
Lost.

Amoria, Feb. 21.— The British bark- 
Corsica, outward bound, foundered off 
the Columbia bar this morning. Follow- 
ing is Capt. Vessoy'a statcmont : Left 
Fort Stevens anchorage at 11 a.m. yester- 
day in charge of a licensed pilot, the tug 
Astoria towing. We were drawing 19 
feet C inches; bar apparently smooth; no 
breakers; wind light N. E. to S. W.j set 
all square canvas; proceeded favorably ti» 
the bar in north channel; after reaching 
bar, found a heavy swell setting in from 
the southwest. In crossing wo struck 
several times. After striking a second 
time I asked tho pilot to take tho ship 
back. He said: "If I attempt to you 
will lose your ship." Sounded pumps; 
found 23 inches water. All hands set to 
work both pumps. The sea now got very 
rough, tho ship pitching bows under. I 
asked tag to lay by me, water was increas" 
ing on pumps and gaining at tho rato of 
15 inches an hour. Tho tug Fearless now 
came alongsido and lay by mo,— the tug 
Astoria proceeded to Astoria. I inquired 
if there was any placo to beach th'o ship, 
or if thoy could tow mo inside to save 
cargo; received negative answer. At 7 p. 
m. there was seven feet of water in the 
hold, with two pumps going; ordered two 
ship's boats out astern to lay by. At 9:30 
there was Q feet C inches of water. At 
10:30 1 was satisfied wo could not keep 
tho ship free, there being a heavy swell 
sea raking her decks and the ship was 
laboring heavily. Tt was vorydark. After 
consultation I ordered all hands into tho 
boats. T followed, and boarded tho Fear- 
less, which at my request still lay by the 
ship. One boat was stove alongsido the 
tug. The wind by this time had gone 
down almost to a calm, the swell abating. 
The ship kept afloat longer than I expect- 
ed. At 5 a.m. she foundered, Cape Dis- 
appointment bearing N. E. about 12 miles 
distant; steamed all around, but saw no 
vestige of her, returned to Astoria with 
all hand'! paved 

The cargo was 43,000 bushels of Walla 
Walla wheat, valued at 848,500, and fully 
insured. The vessel was wooden, built 
in 180!), and owned by J. S. Harsfiold & 
Co., of Glasgow. The cargo had been 
sold to'a French firm, and was insured in 
the Commercial Union and London Pro- 
vincial. The Carnoigio crossed out im- 
mediately ahead of the Corsica, and tho 
Stirlingshire was only a short distance be- 
hind her. Capt. Jesse, the bar pilot of 
the steamer Oregon, who crossed in half 
an hoar before the Corsica got out, says 
the bar was remarkably smooth
